Israel has warned they would 
regard such an action by Iraq 
as.an act of war, particularly 
since there is no armistice 
agreement between the two Na- 
tions. 

Premier Dayid Ben-Gurion 
Giscussed the situation at an 
important Cabinet meeting yes- 
terdav amid.signs Israel would 
act if Iraqi troops entered the 
Jordanian kingdom. 

There were indications that 
the U.N. , Security Counci', 
which completed action on the 
Suez Canal dispute Saturdav 
night, will be called into 
session Wednesday to take un 
Israel's latest reprisal raid into 
Jordan in which more than 50 
persons were killed. 

Hammarskjold has warned 
he will convoke the 11-nation 
Council unless order is restored 


along the Israeli-Jordanian 
frontier. 
The U.N. chief.. meanwhile, 


was ready to leave for overseas 
where his presence is needed at 
the coming negotiations among 
Britain, France and Egypt on 
the Suez dispute. 


Hammarskjold made himself 
available to the three nations 
after the Council unanimously 
endorsed the six principles for 
operation of the Suez water- 
wavy. | 
The principles, contained in 
the first part of an Anglo- 
French resolution which passed 
by an 11-to-0 vote, call, among 
other things, for freedom of 
use of the 103-mile canal, re- 
spect for Egyptian sovereignty 


and “insulation” of the water- 
way from politics. 
Russia vetoed the second 


part of the resolution calling 
for future talks on the canal on 
the basis of the 18-power pro- 
posal for international ‘control. 


Israeli Ambassador Abba 
Eban warned that freedom of 
mavigation through the Suez 
never will be achieved until 
Israeli ships are permitted 
through the waterway. 

The seven foreign ministers 
attending the council debates 
on Suez began returning to 
their capitals to report. to 
their governments on the out- 
come of the deliberations. 


Most ofthe ministers express- 


ed satisfaction with the U.N. ac- 


tion on Suez, feeling that it had 
opened the way to formal nego- 
tiations between the disputing 
parties.

13 Dead, 50 Injured 
In Mie Train Mishap 


to, eee tre, .Gee.” 2 
(Kyodo)—Thirteen passengers 
were killed and about 50 
others injured in a train ac- 
cident which occurred within 
the compound of Rokken Sta- 
tion on the National Railways’ 
Sangu Line at about 6:15 p.m. 
today. 

The accident occurred when 
a train bound for Nagoya 
rammed into two locomotives 
and a coach of an express train 
on its way to Toba, which had 
jumped the tracks and over-

The .Toba-bound express 
jumped the track when _it- 


ignored a red signal and rushed 

into the station to make up for 

a delay of about 10 minutes. 
The two trains had originally 


been scheduled to cross each 
other at Matsuzaka Station, but 
due to the delay of the Toba- 
bound express, the Rokken sta- 
tionmaster had put up a red 
signal to sidetrack the train, 

Those injured were undergo- 
ing medica! treatment at three 
hospitals in Matsuzaka and 
Tsu.

LONDON, Oct. 15 (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—-Britain is expected to tell 
Communist China in reply to 
Peiping protest that all reason- 
able precautions were taken 
against the riots which flared 
up in Hongkong last week, diplo- 
matic sources said vesterday. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
declined commeént on the pro- 
test, made yesterday by Chou 
En-lai, the Chinese Communist 
Premier, 

The “substance” of the Chi- 
“hese complaint has now been 
received in London, the spokes- 
man said, In it, the Peiping 
Government demanded that the 
British authorities in Hongkong 
take effective measures immedi- 
ately to punish the “Kuomin- 
tang agents” which it charged 
were responsible for the riots, 
in which 45 people died. 

The complaint also protested 
against the failure of the Brit- 
ish authorities “to adopt effec- 
tive measures to stop the vio- 
lence and disturbances organiz- 


ed” by these agents. 

Diplomatic sources here said 
taiks between the Foreign Office 
and Colonial Office are expected 
to begin today on Britain's reply 
to Communist China.

The Queen will consult with

States in the beginning of 
November, the communique 
Said. 


It is only natural, the coim- 
munique said, that the Queen 
wants to consider in all quiet- 
ness the measures to be taken 
in order to reach a result that 
will be as just and satisfactory 
as possible. 

The reorganization of the 
Royal house aims at reaching 
a more efficient coordination of 
the various departments, the 
communique said. 

The communique cited as the 
source of the information “a 
very authoritative source.”

OSAKA, Oct. 15 (Kyodo)— 
Labor Minister Tadao Kuraish! 
declared in a two-hour speech 
here today that the Government 
is “considering implementation 
of the minimum wage system. 


Kuraishi, addressing ‘the 
Osaka Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry, added however, 
that it would be impossible to 
apply the minimum wage sys 
tem to all Japanese industries 
as this “would cause social un- 
rest..’ . 

Creation of a minimum wage 
system is one of the major goals 
set by Sohyo, Japan's biggest 
trade union federation. Oppo 
nents of the system claim tha: 
smaller enterprises would £0 
bankrupt if these had to pay 
the same minimum wages as the 
bigger industries, 

Kuraishi- said the Govern- 
ment considered implementa- 
tion of the minimum wage sys- 
tem “in view of itr favorable 
effects in improving working 
conditions as well as in pre 
venting unfair competition 
among manufacturers and undue 
price reductions for overseas 
markets.” 

Referring to Sohyo’s mini- 
mum wage demand, Kuraishi 
pointed out that the Govern: 
ment is now “studying tne 
means of achieving the two 
aims of industrial development 
and protection of labor in 
parallel with each other.” 

The :Labor Minister, explain- 
ing the present labor situation, 
also made clear that the Gov- 
érnment intends to ask the 
forthcoming extraordinary Diet 
to extend the Strike Control 
Law for coal miners and electric 
power workers which expired 
last Aug. 7. 

Regarding, the productivity 
drive, he stated that a liaison 
organ would be set up in the 
Government representing Min- 
istries concerned in order to 
push the movement more ac- 
tively. 


Government’s intention to set 
up a deliberation council of 
Cabinet Ministers on employ- 
ment to work out a basic plan 
for a draft law for employment 
stabilization, which will. be 
presen.ed to the ordinary ses- 
sion of the Diet.

Sunakawa ss 
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LONDON, Oct. 15 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulga- 
nin said today the establishment 
of peace and “good neighborly” 
relations with Japan “would 
serve the cause of strengthen- 
ing peace in the Far East.”

| was explained today by Dr. Wil- 
liam M, Hitzig. 


“We weren't quite ready to go 
when the Air Force informed us 
the flight had been arranged 
for Saturday,” said the doctor 
who has been in charge of the 
medical phase of the treatment 
for the Japanese girls. He add- 
ed that one of the young women 
has been “slightly indisposed, 
but that is nothing serious. Her 
health is fine, really.” 


Hitzig was one of the Ameri- 
can doctors who worked with 
Norman Cousins, editor of the 
Saturday Review of Literature, 
in making arrangements last 
year for the treatment of the 
maidens. Also participating in 
the program were the Ameri- 
can Society of Friends (Quak- 
ers), Mt. Sinai Hospital here 
and private families.

The autumn traffic safety 
campaign will be launched 
thrughout the country today 
for a 10-day period with speciai 
emphasis placed on safety of 
pedestrians and improvement 
of road facilities. 

In Tokyo alone, there were 
16,050 cases of traffic accidents 
last year that killed 767 persons 
and injured 11,142 others. 

The number of fatal traffic 
victims against every 10,000 
motorecars was 36.8 persons in 
Tokyo, 39.9 in Osaka and 77.5 
in Yokohama, unbelievably 
larger than that in the United 
States—4.7 in New York, 2.9 in 
Los Angeles and 4.3 in Boston. 

Motorcars in Tokyo as of the 
end of last May totaled 251,250 
or four times that of 10 years 
ago.

After the first 
plenary meeting today, a 
joint communique was issued. 
Soviet press chief Leonid 
Ilyachev said; “it was a 
friendly atmosphere of mutual 
understanding and both sides 
expressed the desire to con- 
tinue efforts to normalize re- 
lations.”

The 10 scientists are all from 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology but spoke as individuals. 
They listed no political affilia- 
tion. 


The scientists said “many 
countries” will soon be able to 
make H-bombs, adding: “The 
time will soon be upon us 
whenever a ‘limited’ military ac- 
tion must inevitably drive us 
into nuclear war.” 


They asked for “free and 
open discussion” of the issue 
and said “we must realize that 
time is running out—that our 
actions and inactions during 
the next four years may well 
determine whether our people, 
our nation, our civilization live 
or die.”

‘We Won’t Go Home’ Move

The number of enraged Ma- 
rine wives at Atsugi Air Base 
near here refusing to obey a 
U.S. Ist Marine Air Wing order 
to “get out of Japan” was re- 
ported growing yesterday with 
more women joining the “we 
won't go home” movement 
daily. 

Mrs. Audrey Thayer of Albert 
Lea, Minn., and Newport Beach, 
Calif., a captain’s wife, told the 
United Press that since the “we 
won't go home” stand of some 
20 wives of Marines at Atsugi 
received wide publicity, women 
were changing their minds 
about leaving. 


“Some of the women had re- 
luctantly p‘anned to leave this 
month,” Mrs. Thayer said, “but 
have changed their minds and 
postponed their sailing dates in 
hope the Marine Corps will 
change its pclicy and allow us 
Lo stay.” 

A group of 23 Marine wives 
and their children obeyed the 
order Saturday and = sailed 
aboard a navy transport for 
San Francisco. 

The Atsugi Marine wives are 
part of some 500 dependents of 
personnel of the Marine Air 
Wing scattered throughout 
Japan who were told by Wing 


Commander Brig. Gen. David 
F’. O'Neill “to get out of Japan 
and go home.” Marine Corps po- 
licy prohibits dependents of 
Marine combat-ready units in 
the Far East. 


The “unauthorized” depen- 
dents came to Japan at their 
own expense traveling on tour- 
ist and multiple journey visas 
which required no service ac- 
tion. They live close to the bases 
in rented or purchased Japa- 
nese quarters. 


While the wives are actively 
campaigning to get the Marine 
Corps to change its policy so 
they can stay “with their 
Marines,” their husbands are 
attempting to be heard officiz!- 
ly. Some of the Marine air- 
men have taken the problem 
to the Marine Corps Inspector 
General, Maj. Gen. David M. 
Shoup, now in Japan. 

First Lt. George H. Eaton of 
Schenectady, N.Y., has asked 
the Marine Corps Commandant, 
Gen, Randqlph McCall Pate, for 
an audience to talk over the 
problem when the General 
stops in Tokyo later this week. 
Pate is scheduled to arrive in 
Japan tomorrow for a three-day 
inspection of Marine facilities 
during a round-the-world tour.

On a pilgrimage to any Japa- 
nese temple one,is likely to en- 
jov a stroll around the gardens 
and the halls, but glimpse very 
little of the artistic treasures.

cherry-viewing parties, which is 
said to have involved 10,000 per- 
sons and the greatest display of 
luxury in Japanese history, 


At his order new construc- 
tions were undertaken from 
1598 onward. The garden ad- 
joing the Sambo-in was reputed- 
ly designed by the general, him- 
self; which would account for 
its somewhat overrich variety 
andthe lavish use of rare rocks. 


This same building also con- 
tains some of the typical Mo- 
moyama construction details 
and the rich paintings on fu- 
sumas and walls that charac- 
terize the epoch. Some 20 years 
after the death of Hideyoshi, 
the great painter Sotatsu had 
close connections with this tem- 
ple and there are still preserved 
his outstanding works, the “Bu- 
gaku Screen” (No. 41) and the 
screen with fan-shaped decora 
tions (No. 39).

at the hands of his arrogant 
lord Nobunaga. Still others try 
to picture him as a righteous 
figure of moderation and critical 
judgment as opposed to Nobu- 
naga’s rash fits of temper and 
favoritism, 


Whatever he may have actual- 
ly been in real life, he is at any 
rate an exceedingly intriguing 
character on stage; and in the 
play “Toki wa Ima Kikyo no 
Hata-age,” commonly known as 
“Badarai no Mitsuhide” from its 
most famous scene, Mitsuhide is 
pictured as a long-suffering vic- 
tim of Nobunaga’s sometimes 
vicious whims. 


The “Badarai” scene shows 
Mitsuhide’s utter humiliation at 
the hands of Nobunaga (who 
in this play is known as Haru- 
naga). Mitsuhide has lost his 
lord’s favor through some in- 
discretions on his part; but 
through the efforts of his sister 
and well-meaning friends, Ml- 
a hide is finally granted an au- 
di®ace, 


But when he tries to accept 
the drink of wine which Ha- 
runaga offers him, he finds that 
he is expected to drink from 
a “badarai,” a lacquered tub 
whose original purpose is for 
use in washing a horse’s legs, 
but being used in this case as 
a decorative flower container. 
Mitsuhide swallows down his 
pride and takes the proffered 
drink, 


But there seems to be no end 
to the indignities forced on him 
by Harunaga. He is made to 
watch in futile chagrin while 
a more favored but lesser re- 
tainer is awarded the prized 
sword Hiyoshi-maru, which he 
himself had already requested 
and hoped to receive. 


Then to top it all, he is pre- 
sented with a box which is said 
to contain a poem-card written 
by the famed poet of the past, 
Shunzei—not an unseemly gift 
for Mitsuhide who is also a poet 
of sorts. But instead of a poem 
card, the box contains a bundle 
of “woman’s hair. 


There is quite a story behind 
the hair. Once, when Mitsuhide 
was still an impoverished samu- 
rai in the country, he had had 
occasion to entertain an impor- 
tant but unexpected guest. Not 
having the means with which 
to entertain him, Mitsuhide’s 
wife sold her hair to obtain the 
meager but necessary sum. 
Harunaga, learning of this inci- 
dent, had been impressed by 
their loyalty, and caused Mitsu- 
hide to become one of his favor- 
ite retainers, 


Before all the people assembl- 
ed in the room, Harunaga now 
reveals the humble story behind 
the bundle of hair. In that age 
when pride and “face” meant 
everything, even above life it- 
self, Mitsuhide finds it bitter 
medicine indeed to take. The 
irony of the whole affair is that 
the bundle of hair which had 
been the cause of Mitsuhide’s 
rise to favor, should now be the 
instrument of his humiliation, 
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Mitsuhide takes the disgrace 
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roku (left) as his warrior retainer Tajima-no-kami strike a final 
dramatic pose in “Toki wa Ima Kikyo no Hata-age” (Badarai 
no Mitsuhide) currently playing at the Kabuki-za,

in bitter silence, But he is 
seething inside, as we learn in 
the next scene. Swiftly Mitsu- 
hide dispatches his men on an 
attack on Harunaga’s quarters. 
Then, after killing the retainers 
of Harunaga who had come 
bearing a message from the lord 
to the effect that Mitsuhide’s 
feudal estates have been confis- 
cated, he swears vengeance as 
he prepares to leave on his ill- 
fated adventure to short-lived 
victory and power. 

Ebizo, who plays the part of 
Mitsuhide in “Badarai” is also 
to be seen on the evening pro- 
gram in the dance numbhgr 
“Yasuna.” This is a melancho- 
ly dance laid in a luminous set 
showing a bright spring day 
with cherry blossoms in bloom 
overhead, the fields vellow with 
na-no-hana flowers. Yasuna, 
carrying the bright garment 
which had belonged to his 
sweetheart, wanders on stage 
futilely seeking a glimpse of his 
now dead loved one, his mind 
crazed by grief. 

Ebizo, who may be consider- 
ed the matinee idol of the 


‘Kabuki world, is often seen in 


the handsome-lover roles; but 
hardly ever in any sustained 
dance role, particularly a “solo” 
number such as “Yasuna” is. 
As a result, the current per- 
formance is understandably 
calling forth particular interest 


among fans for this very rea- 
son. , 

For those who relish the 
novelty, “Muteki” offers some- 
thing out of the ordinary for a 
Kabuki program, with Shoroku 
to be seen in the role of a for- 
eigner named Cooper, in a 
dramatization of Jiro Osaragi’s 
novel of the same title, which 
means “Fog Horn.” 


Shoroku is to be seen also in 
the closing number of the day, 
“Sakanaya Sogoro” (Shin Sara- 
vashiki Tsukino Amagasa), in. 
which the main interest is his 
skillful portrayal of an ordinary 
meek fish-merchant, who, in 
order to work himself up into 
the necessary courage to accost 
a lord who had killed his sister, 
takes slcohol in huge quantities. 

This situation provides the 
actor with a fine cpportunity 
for the portrayal of much 
humorous drunken lurching 
and a show of a false boldness, 
bolstered mightily by drink.

The United States Civil 
Aeronautics Board has proposed 
the first major changes since 
1951 in the rules for providing 
emergency escape from. air- 
liners. It noted that jet trans- 
ports under development are 
considerably larger than the 
airliners now in service and 
wiil carry more passengers, In 
order to assure adequate escape 
facilities during a “ditching” at 
sea, the CAB proposes that exits 
of the type that are now optional 
be made mandatory. Another 
change would require that 
either a top hatch or emergency 
exits on each side be provided 
in the flight crew area. How- 
ever, such exits will not be re- 
quired in planes carrying 20 
passengers or less if the pas- 
senger emergency exits are 
readily accessible to the flight 
crew, says thé Associated Press. 
The two proposed regulations 
spell out the size and number 
and total of the increased num- 
bers of emergency exits that 
must be provided on the jet 
airliners of various sizes that 
will start operating in 1959. The 
regulations cover airliners with 
seating capacities of up to 240 
passengers.

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Six Principles for Suez 


Although the Suez Canal situation is very far from 
being cleared up we may take heart from the fact that U.S. 
Secretary of State Dulles believes that the Security Coun- 
cil’s unanimous agreement on the six principles drawn up 
by Egypt, Britain and France as a basis for a settlement 
is a “very concrete achievement.” . 

The six principles comprised the first portion.of an 
Anglo-French resolution on which the Security Council 


voted late on Saturday night. 


A Soviet veto—the 78th veto 


cast by the USSR in the Security Council since the United 
Nations was set up in 1946—blocked. approval of the sec- 
ond part of the resolution which called for Egypt's co- 
operation with the projected canal users’ association to 
maintain “satisfactory operation” of the canal, pending a 


permanent settlement, 


The first of the principles enunciated is that there ° 
shall be free and open transit through the canal without 
discrimination, overt or covert, and this covers both poli- 


tical and technical aspects. 


This, of course, is the most 


important point at issue. While all concerned are prepared 
to agree to it in principle there is obviously a wide dif- 
ference of opinion upon how to secure it and a fear that 
unless there are safeguards of a character which wouid 
permit the users of the canal to intervene should Egypt 
not be able at some time in the future to guarantee free 

and open transit from one cause or another. 
The third principle is that the operation of the canal 


shall be insulated from the politics of any country. 


That is 


easy enough to enunciate but it may not be so easy to carry 
out. Still another principle is that the manner of fixing tolls 
and charges shall be decided by agreement between Egypt 
and the users and a fair proportion of the dues allotted 


to the canal’s development. 


So far, there does not appear 


to be anv tendency on the part of Egypt to object to this. 
The other principles enunciated: provide for respect for 
Egyptian sovereignty, arbitration, etc. 


That these principles provide the basis for further nego- 


tiation is certainly true. 


That is whaf is intended. But 


it is in the working out of! details that the difficulty lies. 

If the act of nationalization means anything at all 
surely it means that Egypt wants the final say in all mat- 
ters’ affecting the canal and to have the actual operation 


of it in her own hands.

Conservative Factionalism 


Volatile and Variable Cliques Plague Liberal-Democratic Party

“The latent cause of faction 
are sown in the nature of man,” 
wrote Alexander Hamilton in 
1787, pleading for the adoption 


. Of the U.S. Constitution. 


What the then 30-year-old 
New York lawyer referred to 
in the Federalist paper as “fac- 
tion” has since been ennobled 
to the status of “political 
party,” the accepted vehicle of 
government, 

The nature of man having 
been unchanged, however, poli- 
tical parties everywhere are 
pregnant With factions within 
them. 

Japan is no exception. In 
fact, the present factional strife 
in» the conservative political 
party would be a gratifying, 
though challenging, field of ob- 
servation for interested  stu- 
dents. 

Factions come into being for 
the same reasons everywhere: 
personal loyalty, difference in 
opinion, political advantage, etc. 

In the ultimate analysis, how- 
ever, politicians appear to ally 
themselves for one common 
purpose — political advantage. 
For where would they be with- 
Out political offices? 


Only Way to Seat 


Even loyalty is often a cuise 
for desire for power under a 
new teadership. 

A seat in the Diet can be 
obtained through only one proc- 
ess—winning in election. And 
running in election costs money 
in Japan as in most democra- 
cies. Thus, a man with sources 
of ample funds can always com- 
mand a good following. On the 
other hand, a political figure 
who can show promises of 
spoils to hand out when he 
gets into a position to do so 
may also find himself the nu- 
cleus of a clique. 

Those who throng. these 
stronger personalities are the 
ones who need their patronage, 
financial or otherwise, 

A peculiarity about the Japa- 
nese pattern of factionalism 
which distinguishes it from 
those in other countries may 
be the total lack of geographi- 
cal representation; there is no 
faction, for instance, whicna 
corresponds to, the Southern 
Democrats of the United States. 
A faction may comprise Diet- 
men from Aomori, Hiroshima, 
and Kagoshima (Kyushu). 

This in itself appears to 
endorse the view that factional 
ties here are not based on the 
interests of constituencies but 
of the individuals concerned. 


Have Always Existed 
Factionalism within the con- 


‘servative camp (not to mention- 


the. leftists) has always existed. 
But it became especially nor- 
able when the question of 
w.ether or not Prime Minister 
Hatoyama should go to Mosco 
arose, . 
The nature of political fac- 
tions being what it is, any at- 
tempt at listing them would 
necessarily be arbitrary. There 
are no “memberships,” of 
course, to mark them clearly. 
Besides, the. groups in the 
changing domestic and world 
conditions have been highly 
volatile and variable. A faction 
may be considered to comprise 
a certain number today, and 
the figure may have to be 
revised ig-a few weeks because 
of shifti loyalties.

Faction Lineup 

The lineup is a reflection of 
the doings and sayings of the 
politicians themselves—who are 
often seen together and what 
Sort of opinions they voice. 

According to informed 
sources, only about 10 per cent 
of the Lower House Liberal- 
Democrats are “free agents.” 


These are the ones who either 


are politically secure and, there- 
fore, in need of ho cliquish af- 
filiations or do not attract 
crowds. 

Certain individuals may be 
labelled as being “members” of 
a certain faction. In most 
cases, furthermore, they are 
definitely conscious of belong- 
ing to the group. But in some 
instances, two factions may con- 
sider a man as a member of 
\ieir groups, 

A specific reason why there 
are as many as 10 fairly dis- 
cernible groups within the 
Liberal-Democratic members of 
the Lower House is to be found 
in the complex genealogy of 
the party itself, eg 

Splits and Mergers 


In the fall of 1945, three pol 
tical parties as postwar heirs of 
the two major prewar congerva- 
tive parties, namely, Seiyukai 
and Minseito, came into being. 
These were the Japan Liberal, 
Japan Progressive, and Japan 
Cooperative. parties. 

Ever since then, there have 
been mergers, secessions, splits, 
reunions, renamings and births 
of new political groups, In 
November last year two parties 
then in existence joined forres 
to form the Liberal-Democratic 
Party. But the old cores of 
mixed ancestry have’ survived 
the ‘merger, 

The “main current” and jts op- 
position factions have been 
most prominent in the recent 
developments as tWo main com- 
ponents of the party. But they 
represent great simplification. 

Even the “main current” 
group, political experts agree, 
is broken down to three distinct 
factions, named after Prime 
Minister Hatoyama, Agriculture 
Minister Kono, and Bamboku 
Ono, onetime. Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, 


Faction Strength 


The total number of the 
“main currentists” may be plac 
ed around 80. But they by no 
means constitute a solid bloc. 
The so-called Hatoyama faction 


Within it comprises about 13,. 


mostly elderly politicians, many 
of whom are believed to be 
latently hostile to Kono. 

The strength of the Agricul- 


ture Minister’s own faction is 
estimated to be anywhere be- 
tween 37 and 52, depending 
upon who assays it. 


One factor which favors the | 


Kono faction is that the group 
headed by  Secretary-General 
Nobusuke Kishi (about 30 mem- 
bers) recently abandoned its 
“neutralist” policy to swing in 
Kono’s direction. 


Wields Influence 


Strongest opposition has come 
from the group popularly refer- 
red to as the Yoshida faction, 
after ex-Prime Minister Shigeru 
Yoshida. Oddly enough, Yoshi- 
da is not even a member of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. And 
yet, he seems to wield consider- 
able influence over the group 
in question through its virtual 
leader and his loyal follower, 
Havato Ikeda (Finance Minister 
in the Yoshida Cabinets). This 
group, therefore, may be more 
properly called the Ikeda tac- 
tion, 

It was this “anti-main cur- 
rent” faction, which, prior to 
the Cabinet decision to send Ha- 
toyama to, Moscow, formed the 
“Council for Deliberation of

ing the forces of other factij 
including some elements of the 
Kishi group. At one time, it 
threatened to cede from the 
Party. 

Other factions include those 
headed by leaders in the defunct 
Progressive Party, which had 
existed prior to the forming of 
the Democratic Party. This in- 
dicates the strength of person- 
ality ties, 

Trouble Foreseen 

How these varied interest 
groups will behave if the Hato- 
yama mission returns home 
with a treaty will be an inter- 
esting sight to watch. 

Some political experts have 
prophesied serious trouble for 
the ruling clan, whose prii- 
cipal is Minister Kono. 

Cabinet Secretary’ Ryutaro 
Nemoto, who is considered one 
of the most important mem- 
bers of the Kono faction, how: 
ever, told this writer las‘ 
Saturday “there will be no 
problem.” , 

Specifically, the treaty “will 
be approved” by the Diet for 
ratification. “If anyone (in the 
Liberal-Democratic Party) re- 
fuses, we will expel him,” he 
said. 

Any bolting force will not be 
big enough to be of con- 
sequence to the Party, accord- 
ing to Nemoto. 

As for Party leadership, h2 
declared that Hatoyama will 
“retire after treaty ratification.’ 
But the Cabinet Secretary was 
not sure if Secretaryv-Genera! 
Kishi will necessarily be Hato- 
yama's successor. 


Hatoyama’s 


USSR Visit 


MOSCOW — Prime Minister 
Hatoyama of Japan has arrived 
in Moscow to continue the talks 
on normalization of Soviet-Japa- 
nese relations, and yesterday’s 
(Oct. 12) Pravda carries an edi- 
torial on this subject. The 
paper says the Soviet Union and 
Japan are neighbors, and, there- 
fore, jt is important that they 
have normal good neighborly 
relations, 


Formally, however, Japan 
and the USSR are still at war. 
Such a situation is all the more 
abnormal when one takes into 
consideration the fact that there 
has been a considerable relaxa- 
tion of international tensions 
in late years, 


The Soviet Union has exerted 


‘great efforts to lessen world 


tensions and to_ consolidate 
peace and international coopera- 
tion, says the Pravda. It points 
out that in spite of the absence 
of normal relations between the 
two countries, Soviet-Japanese 
contacts have considerably 
broadened, : 


The Soviet parliament unani- 
mously upheld the appeal of the 
Japanese parliament to ban 
atomic and hydrogen Weapons, 
and for a stop to their testings, 
The Japanese parliamentary 
delegation visited the Soviet 
Union, and acquainted itself 
with all aspects of life here. 

Fruitful results were obtain- 
ed during the Soviet-Japanese 
talks on fisheries. The Soviet 
people warmly welcomed the 
Japanese cultural mission, Japa 
nese trade union leaders, Japa- 
nese journalists, and other visi- 
tors from Japan, while repre. 
sentatives of Soviet public 
organizations visited Japan, 

This, the Pravda underlines, 
demonstrates once more that 
normalization of Soviet-Japanese 
relations is a question which 
has long since become urgent. 
If to this day talks on the nor- 
malization of Soviet-Japanese re- 
lations have not led to the sign- 
ing of a peace treaty or some 
other agreement, Says the 
Pravda, the reason for this is 
to be sought in the intrigues 
of the reactionaries within and 
without Japan. They go not 
want Japan to be on goog neigh- 
borly terms with the Soviet 
Union, | 


The Pravda quotes the japa- 
nese newspaper Yomiuri. It 
pointed out a few days ago that 
it is necessary in further talks 
to return to the initia] big goal, 
the restoration of diplomatic re- 
lations and the adjustment of 
international ties, 

This, commented the paper 
Pravda, reflects the mood of 
the overwhelming majority of 
the Japanese people, They 
know that normalization of 
Soviet-Japanese relations would 


f 
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strengthen Japan's position jin- 
ternationally, would help ppt 
an end to the isolation of Ja- 
pan from its neighbors, and 
would further the attainment 
of genuine independence. 

Japan cannot remain perpetu- 
ally under foreign control, says 
the Pravda. She must find her 
place in the new international 
situation, a situation marked by 
great historical transformation 
in Asia, 

The desire of the Japanese 
people to have good neighborly 
relations with the Soviet Union, 
says the Pravda, is understood 
and appreciated by the Soviet 
people. In their conversations 
with the Japanese parliamentary 
delegation this year, Nikolai 
Bulganin and Nikita Khrush- 
chev said that the Soviet Union 
wanted to live in peace and 
friendship with the Japanese 
people and wished to see good 
mutually advantageous relations 
always exist between the two 
peoples. 

The coming Moscow talks are 
an important event in the his- 
tory of Soviet-Japanese  rela- 
tions. The Soviet Union, the 
Prayda says, has always been 
for the speediest possible nor- 
malization of Soviet-Japanese 
relations, It is now up to the 
Japanese side. 

The Soviet people like the 
Japanesé people hope, that dur- 
ing these talks positive results 
will be achieved, and that in 
the near future normal rela- 
tions would be establishec be- 
tween the two countries. There 
can be no doubt that this would 
consolidate peace in the Far 
East and throughout the world.

Text of Statement 
By Prime Minister 


MOSCOW, Oct. 15 (AP)—Fol- 
lowing is the text of Japanese 
Prime Minister Hatoyama’s 
opening statement at the Soviet- 
Japanese peace treaty talks to- 
day: 

“It always has been my cher- 
ished desire to end the state of 
war and restore normal rela- 
tions between Japan and the So- 
viet Union as early as possible 
by so doing, to contribute 
East 
and further to a durable peace 
of the world. 


“Upon this desire of mine is 
also based the fundamental for- 
eign policy of the Hatoyama 
Cabinet as declared to the world 
when I formed the Cabinet two 
years ago, 


“At that time vour Govern- 
meat proposed in the form of 
Mr. Domnitsky’s letter that 
normal relations be restored be- 
tween Japan and the _ Soviet 
Union of a mutually satisfactory 
basis, and I heartily welcome 
the proposal. 


“The representatives of the 
two countries have since con- 
ducted negotiations to that end 
at London and Moscow and 
have come to agreement of 
many points. However, be- 
cause of the lack of agreement 
on the territorial issue, our 
two countries have so far failed 
to normalize their relations. 


“In order to break this dead- 
lock, therefore, I proposed in 
my letter of Sept. 11, addressed 
to Your Excellency, the Chair- 
man of The Council of Minis- 
ters, that negotiations on the 
territorial problem be continued 
in the future and, in the mean- 
time, your Government agreed 
on the following five points. 

“1. The termination of state 
of war between the two cour- 
tries: 

“2. The establishment of the 
respective embassies: 

The immediate repatria- 
tion of Japanese detainees: 

“4. The bringing into effect 
of the fisheries treaty; 
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5. Soviet support for Japan's 


admission to the United Na- 
tions; and also that the items 
agreed upon in London and 
Moscow negotiations be in: 
cluded in agreement to furthest 
extent possible, 

“It was on this understand. 
ing that I proposed that the 
two countries enter into nego- 
tiations to normalize their re- 
lations. I ‘was most pleased 
that Your = Excellency, the 
Chairman of The Council of 
Ministers, expressed in your 


letter of Sept. 18 your con- 
currence to my abovemention- 
ed proposal. 

“By the same token, on Sept. 
29, Plenipotentiary Delegates 
Matsumoto and _  Vice-Minister 
Gromyko exchanged letters on 
the continuation of negotiations 
of the territorial issue in accord- 
ance with the understanding 
reached between Your Excellen- 
cy and myself, 


“I haye come a long way to 
this city for the very purpose 
of having a freer and more 
frank exchange of opinion to 
restore normal relations be- 
tween ,JJapan and the Soviet 
Union. On the basis of the 
understanding as mentioned 
above, it is my earnest hope 
that during my _ stay here 
smooth negotiations will be 
carried on between Your Excel- 
lency and myself and also Pleni- 
potentiary Delegates Kono and 
Matsumoto and as a result a 
mutually satisfactory settlement 
will be reached. 

“Tl wish now to take this Op- 
portunity to express my heart 
felt gratitude for the cordial re- 
ception your country has ac- 


corded to my party.”
